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INTRODUCTORY NOTE 

There are but few good short comedies in German suit- 
able and available for elementary reading ; an addition to 
this line of texts, adequate from the artistic, linguistic, and 
ethical points of view should therefore be heartily welcome 
to teachers of German. Jugendliebe meets all these re- 
quirements; it has been called "the crown of German plays 
of one act"; there is simplicity of language, naturalness 
in characters and situations, easy, playful jollity, a slight 
touch upon the home and academic life in Germany, and 
the whole pervaded with an atmosphere of bright sunshine 
— in a word, a gem in its line that cannot fail to delight 
both young and old. 

The author kindly authorized the undersigned to prepare 
a suitable edition of the little comedy for use in the schools 
in the United States. Adequate notes and a füll vocabulary 
are appended to the text. 

Adolf Wilbrandt was bom at Rostock, in 1837. After 
graduating from the gymnasium, he attended for a couple 
of years the university of his native city, in which his f ather 
was Professor of aesthetics. He studied jurisprudence for 
a while ; but later he changed this for philosophy and his- 
tory, which he pursued successively at the universities of 
Berlin and Munich. When not quite twenty-two years old 
he was a doctor of philosophy. From 1859 to 1861 he wa§

associate editor of the German Art Journal 3Xid of the South 
German Times, For the benefit of his impaired health, 
ne went to Southern France and to Italy, and upon his re- 
turn to Germany he lived in Berlin and in Frankfurt ; in 
1865 heretumed to Munich, where he remained until 187 1, 
when he removed to Vienna. In the same year he wrote 
this little comedy and dedicated it to the then celebrated 
actress of the City Theater, Auguste Baudius, and in 1873 
he married her to whom he had inscribed his Jugend- 
liebe, 

From 1 88 1 to 1887 Wilbrandt was manager of the Vienna 
Hofburgtheater ^ the most illustrious in all Germany. One 
of the most eminent of the actors of that institution spoke 
of Wilbrandt 's regime there as " one of an iron hand in 
dressed kid-gloves " ; that " everybody connected with the 
theater was convinced of his absolute conscientiousness 
and genius," and that " Wilbrandt had everybody's absolute 
confidence." 

In 1887 Wilbrandt returned to his native city and has 
devoted himself unintemiptedly ever since to literary work. 
Fifty volumes represent his uicessant labors. Wilbrandt 
is a prominent figure in the intellectual lif e of Germany — 
he is a dramatist and a lyric poet, a novelist and a writer 
bf Short stories, an essayist and a literary historian, a 
philosopher and a politician — a kind man with a healthy 
tnind, whose heart throbs warmly for everything bearing 
human features.
